The leader of the Dead is gone. On August 9, 1995, 
Jerry Garcia, co-founder of the Grateful Dead, died 
of a heart attack while in a drug rehabilitation cen- 
ter outside of San Francisco. Though the studio re- 
cordings were rare, the Grateful Dead remained a 
popular concert for loyal fans known as “Dead- 
heads.” Within months after Garcia’s death, the 
band officially broke up. 





After a two-year absence from tennis, Monica Seles 
lost to Steffi Graf at the U.S. Open. This was Seles’ 
first loss in a dozen matches that marked her re- 
turn to the sport. She had not competed since she 
was stabbed in the back by a deranged fan. 
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Packing sustained winds of 125 miles per hour, 
Hurricane Opal came ashore onto Florida’s Gulf 
Coast on October 4, 1995. Opal caused at least 20 
deaths and over $1.8 billion in damages. The sea 
rose 15 feet, causing flooding and sweeping away 
nearly everything on the lower floors of homes. It 
was the third-costliest storm in U.S. history.

President Clinton overlooked the signing of the Mi- 
deast Peace Accord between Yitzhak Rabin and 
Yasser Arafat on September 28, 1995 in Washing- 
ton D.C. The agreement outlined the withdrawal 
of Israeli troops, transfer of governing authority for 
Palestinian self-rule in the West Bank, and the re- 
lease of 5000 Palestinian prisoners held by Israel. 
Sadly, on November 4, 1995, Rabin was assassi- 
nated by a Jewish extremist in Israel. 
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An exploding car bomb on the streets of downtown 
Oklahoma City destroyed the Alfred P. Murrah 
Federal Building on April 19, 1995. The force of the 
bomb tore off the front of the building and left a 
crater 30 feet wide. Many were killed, including 
the children from a day-care housed inside the 
building. The nation was shocked and outraged, 
determined to find the suspects. Two days after the 
explosion, Timothy McVeigh, a Gulf War veteran, 


was recognized as one of the bombing suspects and 
charged.

Baltimore Orioles shortstop Cal Ripkin, Jr. broke 
the record of most consecutive games on Septem- 
ber 5, 1995. Ripkin broke Yankee first-baseman 
Lou Gehrig’s 1939 record by appearing in his 2131 
consecutive game. Ripkin has played in every Ori- 
oles game since May 30, 1982. 


One of this year’s breakthrough bands, Hootie and 
the Blowfish, dominated the charts. Their debut 
album “Cracked Rear View” sold over five million 
copies. The band, consisting of lead singer Darius 
Rucker, guitarist Mark Bryan, bassist Dean Felber 
and drummer Jim “Soni” Sonefeld, was formed ten 
years ago when the members met as students at 
the University of South Carolina. 
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The conflict in Bosnia continued despite NATO air 
strikes and U.N. peace efforts. The civil war, which 
began in June of 1991, intensified in 1992 after the 
republic of Bosnia-Herzegovina declared its inde- 
pendence. More than 200,000 people have been 
killed or are missing since the war started. In 
June, Air Force Captain Scott O’Grady, whose U.S. 
F-16 plane was downed over Bosnia, hid in the wil- 
derness for six days until rescued by the U.S. Ma- 
rines. In December, President Clinton sent troops 
to Bosnia on a peace keeping mission. 


In response to the call from Louis Farrakhan, the 
leader of the Nation of Islam, hundreds of 
thousands of African-American men gathered in 
Washngton, D.C. on October 16, 1995 to rally for 
unity and brotherhood. Known as the Million Man 
March, it was the fourth-largest demonstration in 
Washington’s history. 


After 133 days of testimony, over 800 pieces of ev- 
idence, and only four hours of deliberation, the O.J. 
Simpson trial ended on October 3, 1995. Simpson 
was acquitted for the June 12, 1994 murders of Ni- 
cole Brown Simpson and Ronald Goldman. The 
case sparked much controversy and debate 
amongst the public, who strongly believed Simp- 
son was either guilty or innocent.
